THE LOST SHIP FLORIDA. 



All Cabin Faasengera Save One 

Went Down With the Wreck. 



A IJpt of the Saved— Tlio Officers and 
Do Anything. 



QCBBEf, May ft. -Dr. Andrew Steele, the 
■biii'a surgeon of the lost State of Florida, 
telle the following stuff. 

"I was in my en bin reading. It was a 
starlight night. Suddenly I heard tho 
gong signalling to back at full speed. 
There was a '■onfuscd tramping about tho 
deck. I hastened on deek and saw the 
spars ana canvas of a big ship bead- 
ing for us. Her port (fad) light 
wus visible. The next moment, as out- 
ship rolled to starboard on a big wave, the 
vessel ciasln.,1 into us nearly amidships on 
the starboard side. Tho shock demoralized 
every one. The men cried, "Take to tho 

help themselves, "even after the boats were 
in the water.

It was also his first trip on the State of 
Klorida. He was formerly chief officer of 
the State of Pennsylvania, and had charge 
of her deck when Capt. Johu Campbell and 
seven men were saved from the lumber 
ship Benefactress about 5UU miles west c 
the coast of Ireland after the stern of the 
vessel had been wholly broken up ami 
washed away. 

Mr. Hall, one of the passengers, was a 
retired jeweler of i'uterson, who went 
abroad with his wif: for a pleasure trip. 

The State of Florida was built on the 
Clyde in 18T9 for a freight steamer for the 
yueen's Steamship Co., and was named the 
Queen Margaret. When sold to the State 
line she was renamed. Two years ago a 
new deck was put in and she was fitted up 
in modern stylo to accommodate one hun- 
dred cabin passengers, sixty second cabin, 
and eight hundred steerage passengers.
